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What price three points? 


Tonight, when the Brisbane Strikers and Northern 
Spirit run on to Ballymore’s lush green turf, they 
will signal the end of that wretched period of 
enforced slumber known among supporters 
worldwide as “the off-season”. 


But the off-season is, of course, not as inactive 
for those running football clubs as it is for 
supporters. 


For, as well as tending to duties such as reviewing 
and setting budgets and ticket prices for the next 
season, football administrators use the off-season 
as a time to examine what went right or wrong 
on the pitch last season and decide what must be 
done to improve next season. In essence, it is a 
time for some constructive navel-gazing. 


As far as supporters are concerned, the most 
obvious and visible sign of how their club 
has perceived its situation can be seen in the 
composition of its squad for the coming season. 
A look down the list of names in the squad before 
the first game can reveal a lot about the collective 
state of mind within a football club, and about 
how it has chosen to approach its business. The 
differences between clubs can be stark. 


Take tonight’s protagonists, for example. Our 
own Brisbane Strikers are entering the new 
season with a squad heavy on the names of 
those who carried the club last season to its first 
finals appearance since 1997. Of that squad, only 
four out of twenty are no longer listed. Of these, 
one (Paul Foster) has retired while another (Ron 
McQuilter) has returned to Scotland. The others 
Michael Baird, who had been playing on loan and 
has now gone to South Melbourne, and young 
goalkeeper Nathan Coe who has departed for 
Inter Milan. 


Brisbane Strikers’ General Manager, Ray Evans, 
says that when the Brisbane Strikers management 
sat down in the off-season to review the 
performance of their team they felt “enormous 
pride - we thought they did exceptionally well. 
We thought we needed perhaps another defender 
and another striker. But quality strikers are hard 
to find and we eventually settled on the point 
that we were not going to acquire someone who 
can score as many goals as Paul Foster did last 
season, and Kossie (coach John Kosmina) decided 
to work around it”. 


There was also a feeling that Kosmina can 
coax more ability out of his squad of mainly 


young players as they mature. The result is that 
seventeen players from last season’s squad return, 
bolstered only by the signings of former Socceroo 
defender Steve Laybutt, QAS midfielder Chris 
Scuderi and Wynnum striker Anthony Roche. 


But while there has been minimal movement at 
the Strikers’ station, down in the northern suburbs 
of Sydney things have resembled the charge of 
the Light Brigade. While the Sydney club’s squad 
had not been finalised at the time of writing, it 
looked likely to contain a staggering eighteen 
players (note: not eighteen staggering players) 
who did not appear on the team sheet the last 
time the club visited Ballymore. 


When Northern Spirit announced its probable 
squad on its official website more than a month 
ago, the club’s Director of Football, Bill Collins 
said the most important factor was to improve 
on past results and play attractive football. “Most 
people can see that the quality of football played 
at North Sydney in the past has not been what 
we would have liked and our focus this year is to 
improve and give our fans better quality games 
each week”, he said. 


So, while the Brisbane Strikers are investing their 
faith in a “steady as she goes” approach to the 
coming season, Northern Spirit look for all the 
world as if they are searching for an elusive cure 
to the ills that have seen the ambitious club fail 
to make the NSL playoffs in the last three of its 
four seasons in the NSL. The message seems to 
be “last season simply was not good enough and 
we can’t have another one like it”. 


Given the vast difference between the apparent 
approaches of the two clubs, you could be 
forgiven for thinking that they finished at opposite 
ends of the table last season, with a considerable 
points difference separating them. Yet this was 
not the case. In fact, the difference between the 
clubs was a mere’ three points, and both their 
fixtures against each other were drawn. 


It just goes to show what a fine line there 
sometimes is in football, that just one winning 
performance over twenty-four games is all that 
might stand between a mind-set of “we’re happy 
with who we’ve got” and another of “we’ve got 
to have a shake-out”.
